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tAbd SUGGESTIONS FOR POTTING ANC 
WATERING ORCHID PLANTS 


We are not experts, this is just to help those that are not familiar with handling Orchids. 
This is also the way we pot and care for our plants. We grow them very successfully. 


WHEN USING OSMUNDA 


Place your Osmunda Fiber in a large container and soak for an hour or more. Shred in 
small pieces for easier handling. Fill flower pot 14 with pieces of charcoal or pieces of broken 
flower pots. Some use small stones. This is to insure good drainage. Then pack your Osmunda 
Fiber one piece at a time using a potting stick (piece of wood, sharpened like pencil on one 
end). Be sure your fiber is packed well. If your plant does not have roots pack fiber to about 
1 inch from the top of pot and then cut some very stiff wire and shape it like a hairpin and 
fasten your plant (with hairpin) on the fiber. Be careful never to cover your bulbs with fiber. 
Use only clay pots never use glazed. 


If you prefer your plants in baskets use the same method, always making sure your plants 
are secure and not loose. You can tie the wire through bottom of basket. If your plant is 
potted correctly you will be able to pick pot up with plant and it will not come out. 


WHEN USING FIR BARK 


Orchid Bark should be moistened before using because it is easier to handle and will 
respond to watering much better after potting. We recommend the removal of all of the 
Osmunda fiber from the roots before potting in Bark. Initially, this is a task, but after the 
plant is once potted in Fir Bark, it is easily repotted the next time. Fine grade is recom- 
mended for terrestrial orchids and with those where constant moisture is desirable 


We have discontinued the use of Osmunda fiber, as have so many other dealers. Fir Bark 
or Wonder Bark is so much easier to use. Evenachild could pot an orchid. Sales have 
increased by leaps and bounds since the ladies can do their own potting. You will save time 
and money and the results will amaze you. The roots start growing almost immediately. 


Water your potted plants well and allow them to dry out, then water again thoroughly.

Just senda 
deposit of 25% with your order, we will notify you when they are available and you can send your check for 
the balance or we will ship C. O. D. On orders for 10 or more of these plants discount 25% from total. These 
are all very large and we will ship Express Collect. 


We do not consider but a few varieties of orchids a full size plant unless it has 5 or more bulbs. There 
are a few exceptions, such as Cycnoches and Catasetums. Many times an Oncidium Cebolleta will bloom 
from 3 bulbs. We have specimens with as many as 20 bulbs that will have 5 or more blooms spikes. These 
plants listed here are several times the size of regular plants. We have had Chysis and Mormodes that would 
weigh from 7 to 10 lbs. This is the type plant people like to use for shows. All the plants listed here are 
of that quality.
